A prolific bitter writer, he has be­ 
rated 
the 
Jewish race, German 
Free Masonry, the Roman Catholic 
church 
and 
opposition 
political 
creeds in the order named. 
Experienced 
political 
observers 
predict th at it is but a m atter of 
time before he is appointed foreign 
minister of the “third reich.” 
Until he acquired German citizen­ 
ship at Munich in February, 1923, 
Rosenberg was a Russian. He went 
through the 1917-18 revolutions in 
th at country and came to Germany 
denouncing what he termed “the 
bolshevistic Jews.” 
His ideas concerning Free Mason­ 
ry are indicated in the titles of 
his books. "Tile Criminals of Free 
Masonry” is one; 
Masonic World 
Politics’’ another. 
Rosenberg was born January 12. 
1893, In Reval, then Russian terri­ 
tory and now in Estonia. He was 
studying architecture in Riga when 
the Germans drove the czar's troops 
out of that city and his school 
moved to Moscow. 
W ith 
the 
collapse 
of Russian 
power and the rise of Lenin’s bol­ 


sheviks, he went to Munich, heard 
the first feeble cries of Germany 
awake,” met Hitler and joined the 
national socialists. 
November 8, 1923, the night of 
the famous “beer cellar putsch," 
Rosenberg was at his chiefs side at 
a political meeting, making a path 
through a none too friendly crowd 
with a pistol. 
The next day nazis were mowed 
down by the machine guns of gov­ 
ernment troops. 
Left, l ight and be­ 
hind him Rosenberg’s comrades fell 
and Hitler was arrested, but he es- 
caoed both bullets and soldiers. 
Prom then until 1930 he edited 
various party papers.
